Hupp, Chrysler 
Among Leaders

EW YORK, Sept. 4.— 
Another amazing up- 
ward rush of automotive 


stocks on the New York ex- 
changes last week carried the 
average price ot the securi- 
ties used in the Automotive 
Daily News tabulation into 
new high ground for the year. 

All groups of automotives made 
gains, although that of the rubber 
section was slight, but it was left 
to the accessory and truck groups 
to provide the advances that car- 
ried that average to a new record 
for the year. 

The accessory stocks made a net 
gain for the week of 2.35 points, to 
an average of 60.81, which is nearly 
two points above the previous high 
mark for the year, made in the 
week ended June 2, and which was 
58.95. 

The trucks also did well. They 
gained 1.48, from 39.42 to 40.90, 
thereby breaking the previous high 
mark of the year of 40.62, set on 
June 2. 

The passenger car division's ad- 
vance nearly equaled that of the 
accessories, but the average of 
49.84 at the end of the week still 
left a margin of .61 of a point be- 
tween that and the record for the 
year of 50.45, also made in the 
week of June 2. 

The rubbers, following a week in 
which for the first time this year they 
really set the pace for the automo- 
tive advance, were sluggish. in..theé 

: ‘.week, but-held their. own. 
‘tneir advarce.Of 43 of a point, to 
48.45, being accounted for largely 
by the gains made by United States 
Rubber. 





New Highs 


The part the accessory and equip- 
gent stocks have played in the ad- 
vance of the automotives is evident 
when the list of new highs for the 











year, made during the past week is | 


scanned. 

Out of eight of the more active 
securities that went into new high 
ground in the past week, six were 
accessory and equipment and the 
others passenger cars. 

Chrysler climbed to 103°, break- 
ing the previous high of 100, made 
in the weck just preceding. The 
other passenger car to attain a 
new top for the year was Hupp, 
the performance of which has 
been one of the sensations of the 
year. This stock went to 707%, 
closing the week at this figure.

Mack Truck was another feature 
of the week, getting back within 
striking distance of the century 
mark after a session in the 80’s. 

Electric Auto-Lite continues to set 
| the pace in the accessory and equip- 
| ment field. The performance of this 
stock for the past few months has 
| been remarkable, reflecting the ex- 
|cellent position of the company in 
|the industry. The stock was selling 
|around $175 a share when it was 
| split up on a basis of two and one- 
|half for one, making the new stock 
| worth around $70. The opening on 
| the new sstock was around $70, but 
| the rise has been steady ever since. 
|The old stock on the basis of the 
| present price of the new stock would 
| be worth nearly $250 a share. This 
is all the more remarkable when it 
is considered that the stock was 
selling at $100 a share early in the 
year.

VER in the Packard plant, a young girl, wielding a 
small and ingenious device, paints stripes on the color 
jobs. She does it more rapidly than ten men could do it 
beg their brushes and old-time outfit—and does a better 
ob. 
It is remembered that Henry B. Joy, when he was 
president of Packard, used to go into the plant at frequent 
intervals, watch the men at their work and commend any 
especially good job of individual effort. On one occasion, 
in particular, he stopped to watch one of the stripers, who 
was laying on the paint in a particularly thin line of uni- 
form width. “That’s fine, Jim,” was the boss’s enthusi- 
astic comment. “Can you keep all of them that way?” 
“Jim” was an expert. He had a finely developed crafts- 
;man’s hand and eye—and heart. He took a pride in doing 
well, not only to please the boss, but to satisfy himself. Now 
Jim, and many like him in the industry, have passed along. 
Modern ingenuity has replaced them. The personal equa- 
tion is being developed in the design and construction of 
tools and devices in every department of the industry, rather 
than in their application. 

In the case of the mechanical] striper in use at Packard, 
the device represents three years of work and experimenting. 
Roughly, it may be described as a sort of fountain pen for 
lacquer, with the latter forced out by a small gear pump. 
|The gears are only a thirty-second of an inch thick. The 
lacquer comes out of a small nozzle, and the device travels 
along the surface to be striped. It can’t go wrong and its 
result is always uniform. He beats ten “Jims.”
